General Conflagration Only Averted by Unremit- 


ting Efforts 
and Absence of Wind-No 


Lives Lost- 8 Firemen Have 


Narrow Escape. 


CTN'CIXXATI, Feb. 26.—This city was 


vi.-ilcd by a fire today that destroyed 
one liali of iv square in (lie most central 
part and causod a loss of over two mil- 
lion of dollars. The burning embers were 
carried fur miles, the Kentucky suburbs 
being covered with them. Tlic lire de- 
partments of Covinglon, Newport, and 
other Kentucky towns came promptly to 
the assistance of the local firo depart- 
ment, and it wns noon before their com- 
Lined efl'orts had the lire under control. 
Crews wore at work all the time on the 
roofs of surrounding buildings, and a 
Kent-nil conflagration 
wits 
narrowly 


jiverled. The underground 
system of 


telegraph and telephone) wires not only 
prevented cotnmunieiition from being cut 
off, but also enabled the firemen to pre- 
vent, the fire from spreading as they 
could not liave done had all the wires 
still remained on poles and buildings 
that formerly surrounded the burned 
district. 


Jl was perhaps the greatest scare the 


city ever had as it was thought at one 
time that the entire business set-lion wns 
endangered und sueh would have been 
the cast- if there had been n brisk wind. 
Joseph Schaelcr and ,Inlm Kcciian were 
•eriously injured by lulling walls, but 
both will recover. Although then- are 
reports of persons being mUsing it i" 
not thought that any lives were lost. 
Captain O'Kecf and seven firemen were 
i-aught on the roof of one of the build- 
ing and all como near perishing when 
the flames broke Out under them, but 
they were rescued by ladders. The fire 
lias wiped out sume of the landmarks of 
the city. All the building* were among 
tin- tmt-t siil.-i.intial in the city with the 
possible 
i-xcii-tion of the large 
Pike 


building. 


STAUTKD IX GROCERY STORU. 
At 1:30 flames were discovered in tin- 


cellar of Ill-urge ,1. .Joll'ee.-' grocery in the. 
Pik,'- building on Fourth street, between 
Vine and Walnut. All hour later there 
was an e-Nplosion, supposed to come from 
liquors in slorage. and the flume!, soon 
afterward shot up through the roof of 
the .-ix story .-tone front building and 
from tiiat time on f.)r several hours the 
lire was beyond control. The Pike build- 
ing was totally destroyed, including the 
ottices of the United States Kxpress Co.. 
the Adams Express Co.. White's restau- 
rant owned by Maynard & Kerr, (Jeorgp 
Joffers' grocery, .John B. Martin's res- 
taurant, Eiiipson's confectionery. Henry 
Strauss' eigar store and the olliees of 
xne i'ike Theatre company on the fust 
Jloo-.-, the Pike theatre auditorium and 
other offices on the second floor and all 
ol the olliees on the third, fourth and 
Jifth floors. The Sca.onpood building ad- 
joining the Pike building on the west at 
the corner of Vine and .Fourth wns badly 
damaged. 


The building adjoining the Pike build- 


ing on the. east, owned by L. B. Harrison 
(•state, and 
occupied 
by the 
Kobert 


Clarke company, publishers, and Dulime 
Bros., jewelers, on the first floor and 
others, in the. upper stories wns totally 
dcstroped. 


Tho Fosdyck building east of the Hub- 


ert Clarke company and Duhme Bros. 
and occupied by the Norfolk and West- 
ern railroad und others was badly dam- 
«ged, while the Carlisle building, occu- 
pied oy the Sout.hern i'acjiic Railway Co., 
and Smith & Sons, and the Cincinnati 
'.lYust- Co,, on the first Moor, and very 
muny offices on the other five floors were 
brightly damaged.

H.OTKL GUKSTS CALLED OUT. 
All the guests iu the Burnett House 


oil Vine street, just across the street 
from the telephone building- were called 
out of their rooms as were those at the 
Gib.-on, the Emery and the Sta# hotels, 
which were in close proximity to the lire. 
The Kankakec building which is diagon- 
ally across the street from the Season- 
good building and Pike opera housi: am! 
is occupied by the Western Union, the 
Associated Press, the Big Four and other 
oflices was threatened and all the wires 
oR the Western Union for hours were in 
danger, but this location was spared. 


FliARKD CITY'S INSTRUCTION'. 
'I here was scarcely any wind blowing 


and this prevented the tire from spread- 
ing in any direction except southward 
to Jiaker .struct. Not only tiie entire 
tire department but also the police and 
other departments were on hand expect- 
ed a general catastrophe. Mayor Fleisch-. 
man was present and nearly all of the 
business men whose places are in the 
central part of the city were called out 
of bed to protect their property. It 
was not until after daylight that the 
lire was gotten under control find the 
danger of a general conflagration was 
believed to be over, 


MAKY NARROW KSCAPKS. 


As it is known that about twenty peo- 


ple sleep in Pike building there were at 
lir.-t reports that several lives had been 
lost, but none of these reports have been 
confirmed. There were ninny narrow es- 
capes. Niglit Watchman John Agin und 
.Mat Oarretson, and Harry KichunUou. 
,loor keeper, saved .-ix lives by entering 
the building and 
forcing 
their 
wa.v 


through tin- smoke it nil rescuing lodgers. 
Five men were found asleep in a rear 
room of the Pike, building when they 
wen- rescued by having their dour brok- 
en in. They were John Mulvern, B. \V. 
/k.glcr, H.'C. Storey, J. F. McDonald 
and W. C. Ackhcr. All escaped in their 
night 
clothes. Agin, Richardson 
and 


tiiUTctson proceeded through the build- 
ing, giving the alarm to all until they 
had to be helped out of the structure 
themselves. 


Captain J. C. Glnnnan, head oF a well 


known detective bureau who was asleep 
on the third floor, was awakened and c.->- 
caped in his night clothes. He lost all 
the records of his oflicc. Nothing was 
saved from the upper floors., nor from 
the rooms of the theatre company. 


LOSS MAY BE $3,000,000. 


As there lire over four hundred dill'er- 


ent losers it is. impossible at this writing 
to estimate the total loss. The iire was 
still burning at !) a. m. with little pros- 
peel of control in territory bounded by 
Vine. Walnut, Fourth and Baker streets, 
and the loss was then estimated at over 
three 
millions. 
John Keenan, night 


watchman of the American Book com- 
pany was caught by falling walls and 
fatally injured. 


ACTOR'S! THRILLING RESCUE. 
The escape of Will Jones, the 
well 


known Cincinnati actor, just before the 
roof of 'the burning building fell and his 
rescue half dead from the 
top of 
the 


building, wiis a thrilling and almost mi- 
raculous one. Jones' presence of mind, 
which led him to throw his cuff in the 
street below und thus make his where- 
,-iliouts known saved his life. 


After 11 hard rehearsal Jones went to 


tin- I'ike building about midnight to get 
liis valise which he had left in a studio of 
an artist, frier.d on the fourth floor. After 
entering he, was so tired out 
ho 
fell 


asleep in a chair. When he awoke sud- 
denly he was almost blinded and suffo- 
cated but saw outside 
the 
glare 
ot 


flumes. 
He crawled to the door. 
Out- 


side in (In- gnuit nil-shaft tiio flames were 
shooting up. How he made his way lie 
does not know, 
but 
instinctively 
lie 


found iht- stairway lending to the top. 


He went up to the roof, and in sonic 


manner got. through a skylight. He fell 
over .-umclliiiig and was stunned. When 
he. i-ccuvwcd tiiu .flames yiere. 


through -die roof. 
He crawled to the 


edge/but /lie iiremeu in the street (lid 
not notice him. He 
shouted 
himself 


hoarse. He took his cud'.and wrote on it 
-'I am on roof. Nearly dead from gas. 
Jones.'' 


He threw it to the ground nnd a re- 


porter picked it tip and located the figure 
of a man standing outlined in the sparks. 
Jones crept along the edge of the rear 
of the building and there, waited for the 
firemen, who placed a. ladder across the 
alley from the telephone exchange build- 
ing. Jones was curried down and taken 
to the hospital. 


"Hello" GIRLS ARE' BRAVE. 


The girls in the. telephone exchange 


across au alley from the burning Pike 
building were badly frightened, ns 
the 


dark clouds of smoke, rolled -about ihc. 
building. The exchange rooms are on the 
top floor of the six-tsory building and 
the night force consists of cijrht exchange 
girls and the. night manager, George 
Cappcs. The jjirls 
pluckily stuck 
to 


their posts from 1:HO to 3:30 
a. m.. 


when the flames were blnzing in their 
windows so they were ordered out.. Lat- 
er they returned to ''their calls'' and 
when the large day force of girls came 
on dutvthey fearlessly went .to the sixth 
floor for duty although ihe fire raged 
all around them. 


THEATRE'S THIRD FIRE. 


The Pike theater building was totally 


destroyed by iire iu ISIifl and it narrow- 
ly escaped total destruction on March 
30, 1002 when there wns a Sunday mati- 
nee in progress, but no lives were lost in 
any of the fires. 


After the. fire last year, the interior of 


the Pike was remodeled and the theater 
redecorated. The scenery n:id.costumes 
used by the Pike Stock company during 
(lie season which closed last 
Saturday, 


valued at $10,000 were, sloreil 
in the 


! opera, house. Included in this was 
a 


! good portion u f ' t h e expensive costumes 
used iii the presentation of "Cindere-Ha" 
during Christmas week. Henrietta Cross- 
man company lost all their cfl"ec!s. 


The Pike building belongs to the Pike 


estate and Powell Cros-ley is the general 
lessee, subletting it to over 2(10 leimnls.

Acknowledgement of His Bloody Deeds 


Before Mayor Bosch of Hamilton, 


0., Clears Up Murders Which 


Have Puzzled Police. 


HAMILTON. 0... 'Feb. 
20.—Alfred 


Knapp, the Indianapolis 
man wrested 


yesterday, who confessed to the murder 
of his third wife, today made a full con- 
fession of iive murders. Among them is 
that of Ida Gebhard, the \Vest, Indian- 
apolis girl who was found murdered and 
outraged in a, stable July 3, 1811:5. 


Knnpp's confession which was sworn to 


before Mayor Bosch, is us follows: 


"On .lun. 21, 1S1M, 1 killed Emma Lit- 


tle-nan in a lumber yard in Gest street 
Cincinnati. On August 7, 1S!)4, 1 killed 
May ICckert, in Walnut si roc:, opposite 
tlie." V. M. C. -\., in Cincinnati. On Aug- 
ust 7, 1SH4, I killed my wife, Jennie Con- 
nors Knapp. under the canal bridge in 
Liberty street, Cincinnati and threw her 
into the canal. Jn Indianapolis in July, 
1K-.I3, 1 killed Ida Gebhart. On Dec. '1'i, 
11102. I killed my wins Annia Knapp at 
youth roiirtli street in Hamilton, and 
threw her into the river out by Linden- 
wald. This is the truth. I make this 
statement by my own free will and not 
bv tuc request of any ollieer of any one 
ci-.e.

battle ships and twenty-four cruiser- of 
the Imt rale, to be constructed within 
the next .twelve -years at the even rate 
of four battleships and two cruisers each 
year, is the plan of the navy department 
for the. upbuilding of the navy. 
Actu- 


ated by the 'growing demand for a new 
and efficient navy, congress has for years 
boor, proceeding without any well estab- 
lished plan making appropriations as fre- 
quently as possible for as many ships as 
the majority would consent to. The re- 
sult has not been all that could be desir- 
ed, nnd inasmuch as a board of experts 
has been giving the matter close consid- 
eration and has been formulating plans, 
guided by the growth of this nation and 
the preparations made by European na- 
tions for Ihe increase of their naval es- 
tabliuhmcnts, it wa* decided to ask rec- 
ommendations of the department that 
congress might li.ivc Hie advantage of 
experts' conclusions and adopt, if possi- 
ble, some well defined plan to be follow- 
ed systematically in making appropria- 
tions for new ships. 


Should the estimates of the depart- 


ment be followed, the United Siaics 
would rapidly adva.uce as a naval power 
•luul would set a pace which some Euro- 
peon nation.! not enjoying the resources 
of this government, would find it difficult 
if not impossible to follow. The navy 
department recommends a plaii which is 
considered feasible. The shipyards of 
the country could meet the annual de- 
mands 
and the armor and 
armament 


could be promptly furnished with small 
outlay to increase present plants. Con- 
gress will be asked to adopt some plan. 
Should the recommendations of the board 
be considered excessive, a decision to 
build three or even two battleships every 
year for a term of years would be re- 
garded as preferable to the present incth- 
od.

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 26.—The senate 


has declared itself on the order of pre- 
cedence in matters of organization. Tax- 
ation takes rank above other subjects. 
Constructive legislation is first; impor- 
tant questions involving constitutional 
revising and so-called political 
reform 


afterwards. That is ihc senate's dictum, 
emphasized by a decisive vote yesterday 
morning. 


'By a vote of 27 to 0, the senate post- 


poned-the consideration of. the 
resolu- 


tions relating to the election of United 
States senators by popular vote until 
Wednesday, March 25. Only three Re- 
publican senators voted against the post- 
ponement, Munson, Martin and 
S.irau. 


The three 
Democrats stood 
together 


against postponement Senators North 
and' Randolph probably cvoting as they 
did out, of courtesy to Senator Merlon, 
who is the author of one of the resolu- 
tions and was opposed to any delay. 


The fijjht on the primary 
election 


measure has resolved itself into n contest 
between the primary election ex:.rc'niists 
and the conservatives, and it has resolv- 
ed itself to -a point where about 
four 


senators arc In be the determining fac- 
tors. 


WILL GET SMALL MAJORITY. 


Concisely put. the question is whether 


n. bill can be framed thai, will'unite to 
its support all of rh'e'?eTiatoTS who are 
not classed in the coterie that it is un- 
derstood will certainly accept the major- 
ity report of the committee on privileges 
and election', whatever that 
1, report may 


be. If Mich a bill can be framed the votes 
in the senate against l.lie measure will be 
at leasl. eighteen, one more than a ma- 
jority. 


There are thirteen liepuljii-an senators 


who in all probability will stand by the 
report <>f Senators Miller. Mun.ion and 
Martin of the elections committee when 
rhc time for final action is reached. There 
are thirteen Republican 
senntoi> 
who 


will stand solidly with ihe report made 
by Senators Morse aud Whitehead. The 
Democrat- will not be a unit. 


Four Republicans hold the key to the 


situation. 
SUBSTfTUTK MEASURE 
NEEDED. 


It is practically conceded that Hie pri- 


mary bill muft be confronted with some 
kind of a substitute measure if it is to be 
defeated, for while there may be a. few 
senators whose opinions might 
incline 


them to vote against, any kind of a pri- 
mary measure, the great majority be- 
licve -that the system must be given a 
trial in some form. It is not probable 
t.h.'it any result regarding the 
exact 


scope of the measure that it. is expected 
may be pitted against the radical idea 
will be reached this week, although work- 
along that line is going on. 


GRAIN" INSPECTION BILL,

gamist aid that since the admission of 
Ulah into the union of states he, al- 
though then arid there having a le^al 
wife., married a plural wife in the state 
of Utah, in violation of the laws and 
compacts 
hereinbefore 
described 
and 


since such plural or polygamous marriage, 
the said Reed Smoot has lived and co- 
liabited with both his le^al wife and his 
plural wife in the state of Utah and else- 
where, as occasion offered: and that the 
only record of such plural marriage is 
the secret record made and kept by the

The senate later passed sub- 
stantially the house bill, with the excep- 
tion of the change fixing a half American 
gold dollar as the standard unit of value, 
but establishing gold as the standard in 
the islands. 


Mr. Cooper demonstrated by his argu- 


ment that tlie conditions existing in the 
islands call for a different system than 
that of ihe United States, and that Gov. 
T»ft and the commission in Manila de- 
sire the proposed system established as 
being less likely to upset Imsinsss con- 
ditions,

Very few people appreciate th? enor- 


mous amount of money paid to the pen- 
sioners of the United States. It amounts 
annually to more than the cost of the 
armies of Germany or Russia or the na-- 
vy of Grent Britain, and it is entirely 
probable (hut one-third of the pensioners 
are not entitled to enjoy the generosity 
of their government. The term pensioner 
used to be the highest badge of honor 
I-t could be applied only to tJiose who 
hnd suffered in tiicir country's 
service, 


but nowadays, any mac who has politi- 
cal influence can get his name on the. pon- 
sion rolls if lie screed or pretended to 
serve two hours and a half in the army. 
The other day congress pussed a bill giv- 
ing a pension of $20 a month to a man 
who spent more than a year in the old 
capital prison at Washington, becauRc, 
ivhilo serving as a telegraph operator in 
the union army, hr wru< detected in be- 
traying secrets to the rebels. He alleges 
ih.ot after his releii-^e from prison he did 
valuable service as a spy, and has been 
hanging around Hie hulls of congress for 
years until he has finally succeeded in 
getting a bill passed placing his name 
upon the pension rolls.

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COSTLY FIRE 


DEVASTATES 


CINC1NNA TI 


Over $2,000,000 DamageWrought 


by Fierce Blaze In Business 


Heart of City. 


General Conflagration Only Averted by Unremit- 


ting Efforts 
and Absence of Wind-No 


Lives Lost-- 8 firemen Have 


Narrow Escape. 


CTXCIXXATI, Feb. 2S—This city was 


visited by a fire today that destroyed 
one liolf of a square in the most central 
part and caused a. loss of over two 'mil- 
lion of dollars. The burning embers were 
carried for miles, the Kentucky suburbs 
being covered with them. The fire de- 
partments of Covington, Xewport and 
other Kentucky towns canie promptly to 
the assistance of the local fire depart- 
ment, and it was noon before their com- 
bined efforts had the fire under control. 
Crews were at work all the time on the 
roofs of surrounding buildings, nnd a 
general conflagration 
was 
narrowly 


averted. The underground 
system of 


telegraph and telephone wires not only 
prevented communication from being cut 


off, 
but also enabled the firemen to pre- 


vent the fire from spreading as they 
could not have done had all the wires 
still remained on poles and buildings 
that formerly surrounded the burned 
district. 


It was perhaps the greatest scare the 


city ever bad as it was thought at one 
time that the entire business section was 
endangered and such would have been 
the case if there had been a brisk wind. 
Joseph Wchaefer and John Keenan were 
seriously injured by falling walls, but 
both will recover. Although there are 
reports of persons being missing it is 
not thought that any lives were lost. 
Captain O'Kecf and seven firemen were 
caught on the roof of one of the build- 
ing and all cotnc near perishing when 
the flumes broke out under them, but 
they were rescued by ladders. The fire 
lias wiped out some of the landmarks of 
the city. All the buildings were among 
the mitt suK-iantial in the city with the 
possible 
excq-lion of 
the large Pike 


building. 


STARTED IN GROCERY STORE. 
At 1:30 flames were discovered in the 


cellar of George J. Joffees' grocery in the 
Pike- building on Fourth street, between 
Vine and Walnut. An hour later there 
was an explosion, supposed to come from 
liquors in storage, and the flames soon 
afterward shot up through the roof of 
the six story stone front building and 
from that time on for several hours the 
fire was beyond control. The Pike build- 
ing was totally destroyed, including the 
offices of the United States Express Co., 
the Adams Express Co., White's restau- 
rant owned by Maynard & Kerr, George 
Joffees' grocery, John B. Martin's res- 
taurant, Empson's confectionery. Henry 
Strauss' cigar store and the offices of 
•me Pike Theatre company on the first 
floor, the Pike theatre auditorium and 
other offices on the second floor and all 
of the. oillces on the third; fourth and 
jifth floors. The Seasongood building ad- 
joining the Pike building on the west at 
the corner of Vine and Fourth was badly 
damaged. 


The building adjoining the Pike build- 


ing on the east, owned by L. B. Harrison 
estate, and 
occupied 
by the Robert 


Clarke company, publishers, and Duhme 
Bros., jewelers, on the first floor and 
'others in the upper stories was totally 
destroped. 


The Fosdyck building east of the Rob- 


ert Clarke company and' Duhme Bros, 
and occupied by the Norfolk and West- 
ern railroad and others was badly dam- 
aged, while the Carlisle building, occu- 
pied by the Southern Pacific Railway Co., 
und Smith & Sons, and the Cincinnati 
Trust' Co,, on the first floor, and very 
many offices on the other rive floors were 
slightly damaged. 


MAIN WALLS INTACT. 


The front stone walls 
of

building and thoso 
of

adjoining 


structures owned by Robert Clarke & 
Co., and the Uuhme Bros., jewelry store, 
nod of the Seasongood buildings did not 
lal!. The rear walls- of the.se structures 
•which are of brick gave way with the 
ffl,-liiDg 
floors. 


TJie lire swept across the alley known 


».-( Baker street"? and burned the large 
publishing house of the American liouk 
Co. »t--tke corner oi Baker.street aud 


other property along Baker street. The 
fire did great damage to the telephone 
building and all phones in the city were 
cut off for some time. 


HOTEL GUESTS CALLED OUT, 
All the guests in the Burnett House 


on Vine street, just across the street 
from the telephone building- were called 
out of their rooms as were those at the 
Gibson, the Emery aud the Stag hotels, 
which were in close proximity to the fire. 
The Kankakce building which is diagon- 
ally across the street from the Season- 
good building and Pike opera house and 
is occupied by the Western Union, the 
Associated Press, the Big Four and other 
effaces was threatened and all the wires 
oSthe Western Union for hours were in 
danger, but this location was spared. 


FEARED CITY'S DESTRUCTION. 
There was scarcely any wind blowing 


and this prevented the fire from spread- 
ing in any direction except southward 
to Baker street. Not only the entire 
fire department but also the police and 
other departments were on hand expect- 
ed a general catastrophe. Mayor I'leisch-. 
man was present and nearly all of the 
business men whose places are in the 
central part of the city were called out 
of bed to protect their property. 
It 


was not until after daylight that the 
fire was gotten under control and the 
danger of a general conflagration was 
believed to be over. 


MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 


As it is known that about twenty peo- 


ple sleep in Pike building there were at 
lirst reports that several lives had been 
lost, but none of these reports have been 
confirmed. There were many narro\v es- 
capes. Night Watchman John Agin and 
.Mat Garrctson, and Harry Richardson, 
door keeper, saved six lives by entering 
the building and 
forcing 
their 
way 


through the smoke and rescuing lodgers. 
i"i\e men were found asleep in a rear 
room of the Pike building when they 
were rescued by having their door brok- 
en iu. They were John Mulvern, B. W. 
Zeigler, H. C. Storey, J. F. McDonald 
and W. C. Ackher. All escaped in their 
night 
clothes. Agin, Richardson and 


Garretson proceeded through the build 
ing, giving the alarm to all until they 
had to be helped out of the structure 
themselves. 


Captain J. C. Glannan, head of a well 


known detective bureau who was asleep 
on the third floor, was awakened and es- 
caped in his night clothes. He lost all 
the records of his office. 
Nothing was 


saved from the upper floors., nor from 
the rooms of the theatre company. 


LOSS MAY BE $3,000,000. 


As there arc over four hundred differ- 


ent losers it is impossible at this writing 
to estimate the total loss. The fire was 
still burning at 0 a. m. with little pros- 
pect of control in territory bounded by 
Vine, Walnut, Fourth and Baker streets, 
and the loss was then estimated at over 
three 
millions. 
John 
Keenan, night 


watchman of the American Book com- 
pany was caught by falling walls and 
fatally injured. 


ACTOR'S THRILLING RESCUE. 
The escape of Will Jones, the 
well 


known Cincinnati actor, just before the 
roof of the burning building fell and his 
rescue half dead from the 
top of 
the 


building, was a thrilling arid almost mi- 
raculous one. Jones' presence of mind, 
which led him to throw his etifE in the 
street below and thus make his where- 
abouts known saved his life. 


After a hard rehearsal Jones went to 


the Pike building about midnight to get 
his valise which he had left in a studio of 
an artist friend on the fourth floor. After 
entering he was so tired out 
he 
fell 


asleep in a chair. When he awoke sud- 
denly he was almost blinded and suffo- 
cated but saw outside 
the 
glare 
ot 


flames. 
He crawled to the door. Out- 


side in the great airshaft tlie flames were 
shooting up. How he made his way he 
does not know, 
but 
instinctively 
he 


found the stairway leading to the top. 


He went up to the roof, and in ?unie 


manner got. through a skylight. He fell 
ovi-r something and was stunned. When 
he. recovered the Humes -w.ere. shooting 


through the roof. 
He crawled to the 


edge, but the firemen in the street did 
not notice him. He 
shouted 
himself 


hoarse. He took his cuff .and wrote on it 
"'I am on roof. Nearly dead from gas. 
Jones/' 


He threw it to the ground and a re- 


porter picked it up and iocated the figure 
of a man standing outlined in the sparks. 
Jones crept along the edge of the rear 
of the building and there waited for the 
firemen, who placed a ladder across the 
alley from the telephone exchange build- 
ing. Jones was carried down and taken 
to the hospital. 


"Hello" GIRLS ARE BRAVE. 


The girls in the 
telephone exchange 


across au alley from the burning Pike 
building were badly frightened, as the 
dark clouds of smoke rolled 'about the 
building. The exchange rooms arc on the 
top floor of the six-tsory building and 
the night force consists of eight exchange 
girls aud the. night manager, George 
Cappes. The girls 
pluckily stuck 
to 


their posts from 1:30 to 3:30 a. 
m., 


when the flames were blazing in iheir 
windows so they were ordered out. Lat- 
er they returned to "their calls'' and 
when the large day force of girls came 
on duty they fearlessly went ,to the sixth 
floor for duty although ihe fire raged 
all around them. 


THEATRE'S THIRD FIRE. 


The Pike theater building was totally 


destroyed by fire in ISliO and it narrow- 
ly escaped total destruction on March 
30, 1002 when there was a Sunday mati- 
nee in progress, but no lives were lost in 
any of Hie fires. 


After the fire last year, the interior of 


the Pike was remodeled and the theater 
redecorated. The scenery and.costumes 
used by the Pike. Stock company during 
the season which closed last 
Saturday, 


valued at $10,000 were stored in 
the 


opera, house. Included in this was 
a 


good portion of -the expensive costumes 
used iu. the presentation of "Cinderella" 
during Christmas week. Henrietta Cross- 
man company lost all their effects. 


The Pike building belongs to the Pike 


estate and Powell Crossley is the general 
lessee, subletting it to over 200 tenants. 


The building adjoining the Pike on the 


west, a line six story structure was sup- 
posed to be fire proof, but the enormous 
heat from fire and falling walls damag- 
ed it very much. It. is owned by Louis 
Seasongood and is occupied by the Balti- 
more & Ohio Southwesterly on the first 
fkwr and by numerous. .t*(Rftts in the 
basement and by Richter 
& Phillips. 


holesale jewelers on the second -story 


and others on the upper floors. The loss 
of Richtcr & Phillips is very large al- 
though there was considerable 
salvage 


and the Seasongood bciluing withstood 
the flames for some time.

STUPENDOUS PLANS 


FOB A LAEGEE NAVY 


Forty-Eight Battle Ships and 


Twenty-Four 
Cruisers of 


Highest Type in Next 


Twelve Years. 


WASHINGTON, l-'eh. 20—Forty-eight 


battle ships aud twenty-four cruisers of 
the irrat rate, to be eonstmcted within 
the next twelve -years at the even rate 
of four battleships and two cruisers each 
year, is the plan of the navy department 
for the upbuilding of tlte navy. Actu- 
ated by the growing demand for a now 
and efficient navy, congress has for years 
been proceeding without any well estab- 
lished plan making appropriations as fre- 
quently as possible for as many ships as 
the majority would consent to. The re- 
sult has not been all that could be desir- 
ed, and inasmuch as a board of experts 
has been giving the matter close consid- 
eration and has beeu formulating plans, 
guided by the growth of this nation and 
the preparations made by European na- 
tions for the increase of their naval es- 
tablishments, it was decided to ask rec- 
ommendations of the department that 
congress might have the advantage of 
experts' conclusions and adopt, if possi- 
ble, some well defined plan to be follow- 
ed systematically iu makin" appropria- 
tions for new ships. 


Should the- estimates of the depart- 


ment be followed, the 
United Slates 


would rapidly advance as a naval power 
•and would set a pace which some Euro- 
pean nations not enjoying the resources 
of this government would find it difficult 
if not impossible to follow. The navy 
department recommends a plan which is 
considered feasible. The shipyards of 
the country could meet the annual de- 
mands 
and the armor and 
armament 


could be promptly furnished with small 
outlay to increase present plants. Con- 
gress will be asked to adopt some plan. 
Should the recommendations of the board 
be considered excessive 
a decision to 


build three or even two battleships every 
year for a term of years would be re- 
garded as preferable to the present meth- 
od.

of the insular committee of the house, 
made a strong argument yesterday in 
presenting for the second time the ad- 
ministration measure covering the ques- 
tion of 'coinage : and

Philippine'islands. Mr. Cooper and liis 
Republican colleagues were bowled over 
when the subject was before the house a 
few days fl-go, as a result of a combina.* 
tion between"-the Democrats and a'few 
Republicans', the'effect of which combine 
was to defeat lthe administration policy 
and pass a bill for forcing 
upon 
the 


Philippine people the American system 
of money. The senate later passed sub- 
stantially the house bill, with the excep- 
tion of the change fixing a half American 
gold dollar as the standard unit of value, 
but establishing gold as the standard in 
the islands. 


Mr. Cooper demonstrated by his argu- 


ment that the conditions existing in the 
islands call for a different system than 
that of the United States, and that Gov. 
Taft and the commission in Manila de- 
sire the proposed system established as 
being less likely to upset business con- 
ditions. 


MUCH LIKE THAT OF INDIA. 


He showed that the system proposed 


is much like that provided by the Brit 
ish government for India., and that it 
would be comparitivcly easy for the Phil-

Comes in.^for Severe Censure In Securing a

3MADISON, Feb. 25.—General' Edward 
3. ^Bragg, consul general to'Hong Kong, 
was severely scored yesterday by the su- 
preme court for his practice as prosecut- 
ing atto'rne.y for Henry Pjiepling. in se- 
curing a verdict of .$12,000 for injuries 
against the Northwestern railroad. The' 
verdict is .set aside and ra new trial,or-j 
der-ed unless the defendant takes -$2,500:

The complainants are Charles A. Tilly, 


.Tucob Fisher, Peter Xelsou. and Owen W. 
Owen and Robert L. Owen, trustees un- 
der the last will of Evan Owen, deceased. 
The officers were -summoned to appear 
within twen-ty days alter tlie service of 
the summons, exclusive of the day of 
(service and defend action iu 1hc circuit 
oourt. Iu eaae the company fiils to re- 
spond.ijudgment will be. rendered. 


Final action in-the. Eighth street mat- 


iier was taken at the last meeting, of the 
city oouccilmen when the solons lisfen- 
ed'to the.final reading of the ordinance 
nnd recommended its passage with one 
opposing vote, that of Aid. Hebbleth- 
iwalte. 


The case is now off the city's hands 


fc.n«t it is up to -the Wagon company. Jt 
i* understood ihat the Mitchell «. Lewis 
people will not make any 
excavations 


until the case is settled one way or the 
other. The corporation has obtained ex- 
cellent legal

defense. 


Hand & Hand are the attorneys for the 
complainants. 


The complaint covers several sheets of

Tilly's property and how it would suffer 
irreparable damage and injury by the va-

death by passengers of the train extin- 
guishing the flames that were rapidly 
approaching him. Two firemen names 
not vet learned. .All the injured are in 
a hospital in Cleveland. 


It is reported that no passengers were 


hurt. 


The passenger train was quite full and 


many of the passengers were, school su- 
perintendents and teachers on their way 
to Cincinnati .to attend a meeting of 
school directors and teachers in that 
city. 


The unfortunate mail clerks were lock 


ed in their car which immediately caught 
lire and were unable to release them- 
selves. 


The scene of the wreck is but a, few 


miles west of tlte city of Cleveland and 
relief was started out. immediately on 
hearing of the wreck, from this city. 


The injuries to the train crews consist- 


ed mostly of euts and bruises and are 
not considered serious. All but two of 
the cars on the passenger train M'ere de- 
stroyed by a tiro which probably started 
from the overturning and explosion of 
oil lamps in the express and mail car.

Senate Committee Has Measure 


Which Will Believe the 


Southern Counties. 


TO EECTJFY UNFAIR 


DIVISION OF MONET 


School Fund Assessment Will be Ap 
portioned by Levying Tax of Seven- 
Tenths 
Mill-Proposed 
Method 


Will Eaisc §1,000,000 Annually. 


'MADISOX, Feb. 24.—Both houses of 


tlie legislature met last night only to ad- 
journ as a mark of respect for the birth- 
day of George Washington. In the sen- 
ate there was an innovation in the mat- 
ter of prayer, a member of the colored 
race invoking divine blessing for the first 
time in the history o£ tile Wisconsin leg- 
islature, so far as the oldest habitue of 
the halls can remember. The opening 
prayer of an important week was deliv- 
ered by tlie Rev. H. W. Jameson, pastor 
of the African Methodist church in Mad- 
ison. 


An elaborate report on the school tax 


bill, which is designated to supercede the 
present one mill tax law, has been pre- 
pared by the senate committee on the 
assessment and collection of taxes, and 
will be presented either tomorrow or the 
day following. It Was announced some 
time ago that a general plan had been 
determined upon to assess the school tax 
on a seven-tenths mill basis, but since 
this general, conclusion was reached on 
the part of the committee important de^ 
velopments have been in prograss with 
respect to the details of collecting and 
^apportioning the tax about which the 
greatest reticence has been maintained. 
An entirely now scheme has been evolved 
which will remove a large portion of the 
burden on the part of counties which 
heretofore have raised a much larger 
proportion of the tax than they have 
received tlie benefit of. 


It is estimated that by levying a tax 


on the basis of seven-tenth mill on the 
assessed valuation of the property of the 
state from which local taxes are deter- 
mined, approximately $1.000,000 will be 
raised annually for school purposes. But 
under the plan eoueeivpd by the taxa- 
tion committee this $1.000.000 is not to 
come entirely out of the pockets of the 
local taxpayers. A set sum. about. $350,- 
000. is to be taken from the' money iu 
fhc general fund of the slate treasury 
accniin^r from tlie railroad and 
other 


taxes that are paid directly to the state, 
anil is to be distributed among the var- 
ious counties as a part of the reappor- 
tioned school tax. leaving only $UoO.OOO 
in round numbers which th<- individual 
taxpayers will have to contribute. 


One of the arguments that have been 


used against the one mill lax has been 
the inventive it gives to boards of asses- 
sors iu counties where tiic wealth in 
property greatly exceeds the wealth in 
children of school age. as (Jov. La l-'ol- 
Ictte was won't to put it in his campaign 
speeches, to keep down 
their assess- 


ments. The wealthier counties in the 
southern part of the state have protest- 
ed vigorously against being compelled to 
help 
support the schools in 
counties 


where there is less wealth in addition to 
supporting their own. It lias been the 
aim of the senate committee to devise 
some means of overcoming the objection 
to the method in vogue of collecting and 
reapportioning the school 
tax moneys. 


And it is their belief that they have hit 
upon n happy solution of the problem. 
Xo inkling of the plan has heretofore 
leaked out,, and it is expected that wide- 
spread interest in it will be created. 


The first hearing on the Williams bill 


prohibiting marriages between negroes 
and whites will be held by the assembly 
judiciary committee Wednesday after- 
noon.

office for two terms regardless of her 
previous service.'"' This move evoked 
loud applause.

Very few people appreciate the enor- 


mous amount of money paid to the pen- 
sioners of the United States. It amounts 
annually to more than the cost of the 
armies of Germany or Russia or -the na- 
vy of Great Britain, and it is entirely 
probable that one-third of the pensioners 
are not entitled to enjoy the generosity 
of their government. Tlie term pensioner

cows Hoard's 'Dairyman says: Thirty 
pounds of silage. 13 pounds of clover 
hay and 4 pounds each of bran and 
gluten feed would contain nearly 2S 
pounds of dry matter, but little less 
than 3 pounds of digestible protein, 
over 13 pounds of digestible carbohy- 
drates and seven-tenths of a pound of 
digestible fat. This is very heavy feed- 
ing, more, we should suppose, than 
any, even extra large, cows could be 
induced to eat and much more than, the 
average cow can eat with profit We 
are of the opinion that 30 pounds of 
silage, 10 pounds of clover hay and not 
to exceed 6 pounds of grain would be 
ample as an average allowance for 
these cows. At all events we do not 
hesitate to advise trying the result of 
reducing the allowance with a portion

. to repetition thereafter. 


Feedlns Trrice a Day. 


At a recent dairymen's meeting at- 


tended by the writer one of tbe speak- 
ers, 
a very practical and successful 


man, 
advised feeding cows only twice 


a day, since he had seen the plan em- 
ployed with results just as good as 
when, tho cattle had three meals and 
with a considerable saving in labor. 
Yet the speaker confessed that he still 
fed his cows three times a day, merely 
because he feared that a change would 
cause temporary shrinkage in the miik 
yield. 
But there is no need to fear 


such effects, says American Cultivator. 
The writer made the change from 
three to only two feedings without, so 
far as could be observed, losing a sin- 
gle quart of mllU. It was done gradu- 
ally in about four days, making the 
noon meal lighter each day and increas- 
ing the other feeds until the change 
was made before the cows Uns'.v what 
was beiug done.

How to Separate Stamps. 


It is often desired to separate postage 


stamps that are stuck"together \sithout 
destroying the paste,.so iliat they can 
be used without another application of 
paste, says the Scientific American.

dark last night. At nine o'clock last 
evening tranquility reigned supreme, all 
trace of the robbers having vanished. 


From information collected by one of 


the Journal representatives, who called 
at the various homes that were evident- 
ly the object of the burglars' attack, 
this morning, it is ascertained there were 
two men in the party.

The 
grandest spectacle of the twentieth cen- 
tury would be to see the two greatest 
democracies defying the combined mon- 
archies of Europe. I trust.the lesson of

Oshkosh'Nortnwestern: The1 prevail- 


ing fallacy that the present tariff law of 
this country provides no direct protec- 
tion for the Standard Oil company bus 
occasionally been .punctured by the ex- 
planation that the countervailing duties 
provided for imports from other nations 
which ^impose n, duty on imports of pe- 
troleum, in reality amounts to the same 
thing as though a tariff..was laid direct- 
ly on such imports to this country. But 
a recent study of the case by interested 
parties has resulted in disclosures of a 
somewhat different nature, to the effect 
that the greatest protection that comes 
to tlie Standard Oil company through 
the operation of tuc present tariff law. is 
in the manner it affects tlie. by-products 
of the trust.

chemical preparations from crude petrol- 


eum, 
but the importation of these pro- 


ducts to this country is greatly restrict- 
ed and in many cases prevented alto- 
gether by the heavy duties that prevail.

Oil company to practically monopolize 
the home trade, which it does in a man- 
ner .to largely increase its own profits, 
anil the result is said to partially ex- 
plain the enormous earning capacity of 
the oil trust and the immense dividends 
which it annually distributes among its 
stockholders.
